Most of the books, films and records suggested will be found in the 
Educational Media Center of the Joint County System of Cedar, Johnson, 
Linn and Washington Counties . If the teacher as a user checks the 
catalogues and library card files carefully, she should be able to locate 
most of these materials . The filmstrips suggested may be in the local 
district curriculum library ; otherwise, the local district budget may 
need to provide for these materials. 

Unless teachers make reading more than just a routine teacher- 
directed activity , children will not enjoy reading. It is the 
responsibility of educators of the I960' s to make reading alive and 
important to children . This can be done by many activities • Some of 
the most important are reading aloud to children and using many of the 
modern media suggested here • The importance of the teacher's reading 
aloud to all of the children cannot be overemphasized . Some time each 
day should be provided for this activity.
